Ten polltical prisoucrs belonglng to
the most dangerous section of the Rus.
glan revolutlonary party have lately es-
caped from oue of the prisous of War-
saw in a very remarkable wanner |
The assistant dlrector of the prison
swas called to the telephone one evenlng
by & man who asserted that be wis |
Colonel Meyer, the head Inspector of
police. This man curtly told the prison
officlal to get ready the prison van, ns
ten prisoners were to be conveyed to
the citadel at 8 o'clock that night. A3
the names of the prisoners were gived
and as the man's volee resembled that
of Colonel Meyer the prisoners In ques-
tion were brought from thefr cells st
the time mentioned.

Promptly at 3 o'clock came an officor
of gendarmes and ten policemen, all in
uniform. The officer introduced him-
gelf as Rotmelster von Budbergom and
prgsemsd the pecessary documents or-
dering the transfer of the prisoners.
To the governor's anxfous query wheth-
er he had a strong enongh guard to
denl with so many desperate men the
officer replied that a large armed con-
voy was walting outside. So the ten
prisoners were turned over to him.

These prisoners were pliced ln the
walting van, two of the policemen
climbed to the driver’s seat, two stood
on the step, two got inslle with the
prisoners and four went on foot. Thus
the party moved away and have never
been heard of since. Of the dangerous
revolutionists thus liberated two bad
murdered a railway superintendent and

most of the others had killed elther sol-
dlers or pollecmen.

Luxury In Wrapplug Paper.

Luxury in the way of delivering gro-
cerles 18 to Le remarked in all the bas-
kets of goods delivered by one firm of
grocers in New York who do a large
buslness in sending baskets of fruits
and other things to passengers safling
for Europe. When this firm first start-

VANISMED TREASURES.

Masterpleces of Art That Are Lost
to the World,

The “Venus de Milo,"” which has beeu
in the Louvre for many years Is, as all
the world knows, an lmperfect plece of
seulpture, though It s the greatest
troasure of its kind the world hins ever
geen. A great reward would be glven
the man who could find the missing
parts, About 1878 the most important
of them—the rlght arm—came to Hght
in London and was proved by experts
to be genuine, The owner, howaover,
refused to part with it and concealed
it for fear 1t would be stolen. Unfor-
tunately he died without revealing Its
niding place, so it Is as much lost as
ever.

A bronze drinking cup which was
gtolen from an Bgyptinn temple in
1730 and brought to Europe hins mirae
ulously disappeared. On 1t 1s engraved
the whole history of the Pharaohs, and
it could easily be sold for $100,000, In
fuet, the French government offered o
rewnrd of $14,000 for Its dlscovery, but
the famous cup hins vanlshed, probably
forever.

Another treasure which has vanlshed
I n8 strange i way 18 the Marcelln
vase of the Dresden collectlon. This
1 the only plece wissing from the lu-
mous Dresden Mareelln colleetlon, the
value of which I sald to be 70,000,
It bears the cross nrrows and the lon's
bead. Not long ago the vase wis snld
to bo In England, but, be that as it
may, the person who rediscovers this
trepsure way command wny price In
reason for it

How It 18 possible that a treasurce 8o
large a8 a palnting could be lost sight
of entirely 1s not eastly explained, but
this has often happened. One of Tteyn.
olds’ palntings, “Countess of Derby,"”
which is considered his best portralt,
has disappeared.  Not long after It
was palnted It disappeared from the
colivetton of the Earl of Dierby and
s never been heard of slnee, though
i would bring $150,000 to the finder.
There are also two Vandykes and n
Lembrandt missing, for which colleet-
ors are willlng to pay $200,000. Tl
Barl of Crowe would give a large sum
for the return of a Cupld which some
vandal ent from the portrait of the for-
mer Countess of Crewe nud her son,
who was painted as the sprite, — St
Louis Republie.

Extracts From An Act Regulating the
Running of Automobiles, Etc.

The following scctions of An Act
of the General Assembly of Virginia,
approved March 17th, 1906, regulating
the running of automobiles, etc., are
published pursuant to an order of the
Board of Supervisors entered May oth

last, adopting said Act:
8. The following rate of speed may
not be ex-

of
be maintained, but 1

' ceeded on any of the hizhways set

forth in sectior one, of any city,town
or village, or county in this State by
any one driving a machine.

(a) A speed of eight miles an hour
around curves or bends or where the
roadway s not glainly visible fora
distance of two hundred feet ahead,
and at the intersection of prominent
eross-roads when such road or high-
wa{' pass through the open country.

(h) A speed of eight miles per hour
where a street or h %hwa.{ passes the
built up portions of a city, town or
village.

(e) A speed of eiglht miles an hour
at points on any public highway where
there is a gathering of horses or per-
sons. Otherwise the rate of
may be fifteen miles Per hour, but not
more, and this rate is subject to the
conditions set forth in the succeeding
sections of this Act.

9. The owner, operator, conductor,
driver or occupant of any such ma-
chine shall keep & careful look ahead
for the approach of horseback riders
or vehicles drawn by horses or other
animals, and upon the approach of
such riders or vehicles shall slow up
keep his machine under thorough and
careful control, give ample roadway
to such rider or vehicle, and if sig-
nalled by such rider or occupant of
sich vehicle, or be otherwise re-
uested thereto, shall immediatel
bring his vehicle to a full stop anﬁ
allow ample room and time to allow
such rider or vehicle to And if
requested o to do by the said rider or
the occupant of said vehicle, the
owner, operator, conductor, driver or
oceupant, if 4 male, of any such ma-
chine, shall lead the horse or horses
pnss his machine, Should any horse
ridden or driven in an opposite direc-
tion to that which the maghine is
travelling, give evidence o tright
then the duty of the driver shall be
the same as 1f he had been signalled
to by the rider of the horse or the
oceupant of the vehicle.
10. When the operator, owner, oc-
cupant, conductor, or driver of such
machine overtakes a horse or vehicle
travelling in the same direction with
himself he shall slow down his speed,
signal for the road by bell or gorﬁ or
horn, and if the horse or other vehicle
stop, shall pass at the rate of speed
not greater han four miles r hour,
Should such vehicle or ridden horse
not stop and the said operator, owner,
driver, conductor or occupant of sai
machine desire to pass he shall do so
at arate of speed not greater than
may be necessary, and shall in all
cases use due diligence and eare not
to frighten the horse or horses. In
case of a machine passing a horse or
vehicle going In the same direction the
provisions of section 9 of this Act shall
apply to the operator, owner, driver,
occupant or conductor of the machine,
except that in such case the horse or
lhorses shall be held until the horse
or horses become quiet, and then the
machine may proceed.

11. Any person failing to perform
any duty imposed by any section of
this act, or violating any provision
or condition herein set forth, shall for
each offense be fined not less than
ten dollars or more than onme hun-
dred dollars, or imprisoned in jail not
less than five nor more than thirty
days, or both, in the discretion of the
justice of the peace before whom the
case may be tried. An appeal may
be taken to the circult court of the
county or corporation or hustin
court of the eity, in accordance wi
the general law governing appeals in
misdemeanor cases,

12, In addition to such fine or im-
prisonment any person violating any
of the provisions of this Act shall be
liable for damages actually incurred
by reason of such violation and the
machine may be seized and impound-
ed anywhere in any county or city of
this State, upon the order of a justice
of said county or city in which the
offense is committed, and may, by
order of the justice, be sold to pay
such fine or damage. But before any
juggment- shall be entered in said pro-
ceeding the owner of such machine
shall have notice of the same by pub-
lication or otherwise, according to
law and allowed an opportunity to
make defense, and the driver of the
machine shall be deemed an agent of
of the owner for the 'purpose of serv-
ing process,
